While there he also worked as a 
process and section engineer for 
Raytheon’s Semi-Conductor Division, and 
aS a junior research chemist for the 
Ludlow Corp.

Storms Working Way Into Policy 


Snow - - which has already 
put Andover schools three days 
off schedule with six weeks of 
winter left to go - - may now 
find its way into the school 
committee’s policy manual. 

In response to parents who 
have questioned having sports 
activities when school itself has 
been cancelled, Chairman 
George Olesen Tuesday night 
proposed that all extra- 
curricular activities be post- 
poned when classes are. 

“If the main purpose of 
school is education,’’ he said, 
“then if school is closed, why 
have other activities?”’ 


His suggested policy 
appeared unlikely to get suf- 
ficient support from the rest of 
the board, however, and Com- 
mitteeman David Ahouse 
countered that on some oc- 
casions - - such as last Tuesday 
- - schools have to be closed for 
the safety of buses in the mor- 
ning. By afternoon, however, 
things have cleared up enough 
that other activities could be 
held without danger to those in- 
volved, 

Joseph Finn agreed that he 
couldn’t see a ‘“‘black and 
white’ policy such as Olesen 
proposed because ‘‘cir- 


cumstances can change in six to 
eight hours.”’ 

Athletic Director Richard 
Swift, who has been making the 
decisions on whether or not to 
hold the extra activities, Tues- 
day night supported a sugges- 
tion by Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert 
that the superintendent make 
the ultimate decision ‘‘for con- 
sistency’s sake.’’ The buck 
already stops with Seifert on 
the closing of classes. 

Seifert said he felt the respon- 
sibility is too great for the 
athletic director to bear alone, 
and that giving the superinten- 
dent the ultimate decision real- 


ly wouldn’t change things very 
much. 

Seifert is to present a policy 
for school committee con- 
sideration at the Feb. 15 
meeting. The earliest date a 
new policy could go into effect 
would be March 1, however, 
and should school be called off 
between now and then, Swift 
will continue to make the extra- 
curricular decisions as he has 
in the past. 

Swift explained that when he 
makes a decision, his first con- 
sideration is the health and

Three Andover juveniles will 
face court action later this 
month for their involvement in 
theft and vandalism at the 
Shawsheen School.

Complaints charging the trio 
with delinquency by reason of 
breaking and entering, larceny 
and malicious damage to 
property will be sought in 
Lawrence District Court and a 
hearing will be scheduled later 
this month. 

Parker said he is hopeful that 
complete recovery of the items 
stolen in the break will be 
made. 

As for the malicious damage 
to the building, it will be up to 
the courts to decide what dis- 
position is to be made.

I came to Andover last July un- 
der the auspices of The American 
Field Service and am living here 
with the James McGoff family. I 
have lived in Collaroy Beach, a 
suburb of Sydney, Australia all of 
my life. 

Andover and New England 
were very new to me. The huge 
trees and greenery last summer; 
the unique fall; and now all this 
snow. I think the seasons here 
are great, despite the cold 

‘weather. At home we have less 
seasonal variation. I think most 
people coming from Sydney to 
Andover would be impressed by 
the history of the area, the 
different vegetation (ours is 
mainly eucalyptus trees), and 
the atmosphere of individual 
towns. Most people coming from 
Andover to Sydney would be sur- 
prised by the ocean and the size 
of the waves. Sydney’s coast line 
is characterized by headlands, 
bays, and beaches. 

The main activities around 
Sydney are surfing, sailing, ten- 
nis, and football (rugby).

From Contention 


The selectmen, at their last meeting, displayed some 
consistency in making what we consider unwise 
decisions. One, of course, was the action taken in not 
renewing the contract of the town manager, the other, 
rejection of submitting an Andover site for considera- 
tion by the solid waste committee. 

A Lowell Junction site had been recommended to the - 
selectmen for submission to the committee looking for 
a place to build a plant which will handle the refuse 
from area communities. 

The site had the recommendation of the town’s 
department of public works director, who has been a 
member of the Northeast Solid Waste study committee 
for the past several years. It also had the endorsement 
of the planning board, with restrictions, and the in- 
dustrial development commission. 

But, a majority of the selectmen, felt the possibility 
of a resource recovery plant in Lowell Junction, would 
have a detrimental effect on the Shawsheen River 
watershed area. A time factor involved in getting an 
access road to Lowell Junction from Route 93, a condi- 
tion placed by the planning board, was also considered 
impossible to meet. 

By eliminating the town form consideration, the 
board removes the possibility of obtaining some 
revenue for the town. The host community is to be reim- 
bursed, based on the amount of refuse processed at the 
plant. 

From a strictly layman’s point of view, we would 
judge Andover’s chances of being the host community 
would have low priority, based on the difficulties nor- 
mal, unobtrusive industries have to face to become cor- 


porate residents here... . 


The solid waste plant is a combined effort of local 
communities — state government and private industry. 

Andover has been interested in obtaining an access 
road to the Lowell Junction industrial area for some 
time. Studies currently underway indicate that if sucha 
road were to be built through state and federal funding, 
it would not be a reality for at least five years. 

This is under normal conditions. 

If Andover were a prime contender for the solid waste 
plant, we wouldn’t be at all suprised to see such 
access road planning and construction, accelerated. 

Tewksbury, also a member of the Northeast Solid 
Waste study district, has offered a site similar to An- 
dover’s for consideration. It’s right across Route 93 
from Andover, by the way. 

In the vote, the selectmen not only rejected the site in 
Lowell Junction, but stipulated that the town manager 
monitor sites submitted by other towns to determine 
possible effect on the Shawsheen watershed area. 

We view the thought that another community would 
take Andover’s concerns about the Shawsheen into con- 
sideration as being preposterous. 

Selectman Susan Poore, Andover’s representative to 
the Solid Waste Study group, rightly suggested that if 
Tewksbury is submitting a similar site, so should 
Andover. She added that she felt comfortable with the 
restrictions suggested by the planning board. 

Our overall theory on the matter, is, that the proposal 
doesn’t appear to be that detrimental to the watershed 
area, it would not be an objectionable industrial plant, 
and it would offer the possibility of some additional 
revenue to the town. The latter consideration is a major 
one. 
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Disenfranchisement!

The rationale behind the 
realignment of voting precincts 
in Andover has been and will con- 
tinue to be questioned and 
justifiably so by hundreds if not 
thousands of voters. Instead of a 
step forward this is indeed a step 
backward in the functioning of 
democratic government. 

Citizens in Precincts 1 and 2 
and many of them elder people to 
walk a block or two to 
neighborhood polls have now 
been transferred to the Precinct 
3 polls in Shawsheen over a mile 
away from their homes.

Oh! sure the inconsiderate 
town officials who revised the 
precincts will suggest that the 
affected citizens may call one of 
the candidates or political par- 
ties for a ride to the polls. They 
forget that most of these people 
are proud of their independence 
and do not want to be obligated to 
vote for a person or party in 
return for a ride. 

So we now have eight precincts

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WASHINGTON -- Five years 
ago we reported that reclusive 
billlionaire Howard Hughes was 
a thin, emaciated wreck of a 
man, neglected by his aides and 
isolated from the world around 
him. Our description of Hughes 
noted that his hair was long, 
straggly and snarled. His finger- 
nails and toenails, we said, were 
long and curling. At the time, the 
story was denied. 

After flying to Mexico to in- 
vestigate the billionaire’s last 
days there, we amassed enough 
evidence to convince Mexican 
authorities to help us with our in- 
vestigation. Their report con- 
firmed our early descriptions of 
Hughes and his life as a virtual 
prisoner. 

In a massive Acapulco 
penthouse, Hughes was con- 
signed to a’ small, back room 
with boarded windows while his 
aides occupied large, luxurious 
seaside digs. Mexican police 
have charged that the aides 
neglected Hughes horribly. The 
billionaire was allowed to dan- 
gerously dehydrate and his once 
tall broad body shriveled to a 
bare 90 pounds. He had open 
bedsores, his teeth were badly 
decayed and of course, his hair 


and fingernails were exactly as

Howard Hughes’ Will Resurfaces

we described them years ago. 

Mexican police told us they 
would have charged Hughes’ 
aides with criminal neglect if 
they had remained in the coun- 
try. At our suggestion, the police 
raided the Acapulco penthouse 
and confiscated thousands of 
documents. We then arranged 
with former Treasury Secy. 
William Simon to have U.S. In- 
ternal Revenue Service agents 
photograph the documents in 
Mexico City. One of them is of 
special interest. It is a memo 
about the Hughes will. 

Undated and unsigned, the 
memo was found in a folder 
labeled September, 1975. There 
is nothing unusual about the 
memo being unsigned, because 
many internal memos were 
habitually unsigned by Hughes. 
But this particular memo indi- 
cates that the billionaire’s execu- 
tive secretary, Nadine Henley, 
was holding a will in her 
custody. 

Nadine Henley regarded the 
will in her possession to be 
Hughes’ true will. But the memo 
notes that another handwritten 
will also existed. The memo sug- 
gests, therefore, that Hughes 
straightened out his wills before 
he died. 


Coffee Curse: We have 
learned that repeated tests on 
animals show that the caffeine 
found in coffee may cause birth 
defects. The researchers have 
concluded, therefore, that preg- 
nant women difefinitely should 
not drink coffee. 

Though it’s the responsibility 
of the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration to protect the public from 
unsafe beverages, the agency so 
far has refused to order warning 
labels on coffee. There was a 
showdown on the subject re- 
cently within the FDA itself. 

Michael Jacobson, director of 
the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest, vainly pleaded 
his case for warning labels to ap- 
parently deaf official ears. While 
placidly downing one cup of 
coffee after another, Howard 
Roberts, the top FDA official at 
the meeting, flatly turned down 
the consumer advocate’s plea. 
Roberts insisted that there isn’t 
enough evidence to prove that 
coffee is a serious health threat. 

Swine Flu Fiasco: We've 
discovered that one critical 
reason for the swine flu follies 
dates back to a fued between 
former President Richard Nixon 
and the last U.S. Surgeon Gener- 
al, Jesse Steinfeld. 

As the nation’s top medical of- 
ficer, Steinfeld regularly stood 
up to industry pressure on public 
health hazards like phosphates, 
cyclamates and pesticides. But 
Nixon wanted to give industry 
cronies a break from Steinfeld’s 
unyielding positions. He couldn't 
fire the Surgeon General so he 
simply froze Steinfeld out of 
policy-making decisions. Predic- 
tably, Steinfeld resigned his posi- 
tion in disgust. Major health 
policy decisions were then taken 
over completely by the White 


House and former President 
Gerald Ford continued the 
White House control. 

It was a White House decision 
to begin the swine flu innocula- 
tions. But the cure has turned out 
to be more dangerous than the 
disease. When hospitals began 
reporting strange cases of 
paralysis associated with the in- 
noculations, the program was 
abruptly suspended by embar- 


rassed White House officials on. 


Dec. 16, 1976. 

Our sources say that the 
Surgeon General, conscientious 
as he is about public health 
hazards, would never have gone 
ahead with the shots without a 
more careful study of the side 
effects. These sources say that 
the immunization program was 
an ill-conceived political gim- 
mick designed to counter the 
swine flu panic gripping the na- 
tion. It was not, say our sources, 
a legitimate case of preventive 
medicine. 

Happily, the White House is 
now moving out of the health 
business. The new Secy. of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
Joseph Califano, is quietly look- 
ing for a Surgeon General to fill 
the four-year vacancy. 

Citizen Lazarus: Seven of 
last year’s congressional elec- 
tions are still contested. But the 
most bitter of all is the battle to 
succeed Louisiana’s crusty old F. 
Edward Hebert. 

Charges and countercharges 
have led to lawsuits and crimi- 
nal investigations. Now, federal 
investigators have confirmed 
our findings on the matter. In 
that election, at least three dead 
people did their civic duty by 
voting.

The Lawrence CETA Office 
will receive $1,900,000 in ad- 
ditional Emergency Public Ser- 
vice Employment Funds.
